CARDINAL MANNING GONE.

The Famous English Frelate Died Peaces
fully,

Loxnox, Jan. 14.—Cardinal Manning
died at 8:15 o'clock this morning, 1lig
Eminence continued lo grow wenker
during the night until finally hie pros-
tration beenme completa.  1le wasable,
however, to join in the prayers which
were being offerad at his bedside.

The Cardinal continued these suppli-
cations for Divine merey until 7:30
o'clock, when he Deeame unconscious,
His death was calm, and ho passed
away evidently withontpain. Telegrams
of rézret from all parts of the world are
being received. 3

In addition to hisservices as a prelate
and author, asgivenin these dispatches
yesterday, Cardinal Manning was cele-
brated for his exertions in the eanso of
temperance and social reform.  He also
took o leading part in the settlement of
the labor disputes with which London
has been troubled for several years past.

Cardinal Gibbons's Tribute,

Barroonrs, Mbp., Jan, 14.—Cardinal
Gibbons dietated to-day to the ngent of
the Associated Press a worthy tribute
to Cardinal Manning, in which he said:
“Cardinal Manning was in sympathy
with all the wants and legitimate as-
pirations of humanity. e felt that
the Catholie Church was the great force
to renlize their aspirations. TIle has
leit the stamp of his character on his
ace. No man, inside or outside the
church, has grasped the social ques-
tions ng he did, or knew betler how to
harmonize the relations of ehureh and
state. . He wns the acknowledged cham-
pion of the kaboring classes’in England,
whosze eause he espoused 2t the risk of
henlth, and even of life.

T am in no wise detracting from- the
conspicuous merits of the English hier-
archy-in eaying it will be no easy task
to fill his place. ]

The most important fact
that has come to light is that the Prosi-
dent has personally sounded someoi the
leading Democrats g to what would be
the attitude of the house in euss the
situation beeame so serfous that the na-
tional honor witl have to be u[nhuld by
force of arms. Chairman Dlount, of
the louse forcizn aflnira committeo,
hans been consulted, and he gave the
President the nssurance that there
would be no besitation on the part of
the house to vote all that may be neces-
sary tosustain the honor of tho flag.
While intent on a retrenchment' of
governmental expenses, there is no
member on ecither side of the houso
who will hesitate to appropriate all
that may Le required to secure satis-
faction fromn Chile. No political capi-
tal could bemade out of such expendi-
tures, as they would be extraordinary
in their charueter.
A WAR MESSAGE EXPECTED HOON.

The President has not indicated the
date upon which he will gend his mes-
gnge to Congresa. 1t may be expeeted
very shortly, and in this conneclion
there is a resumption of the unwonted
activity in getting the navy into good
shape. The Wughington navy yard
ordinarily has been in operation eight
Liovrs each day, Recently the gun
foundry and projectile shop wera put
on twelve hour turns.  Within the
present week arrangements have been
made to operate the yard on three eight-
hour turng per day, which'means un-
interrupted work for twenty-four hours
in every working day. Thereis agreat
shortuge in shells for the new eight, ten
and twelvedneh guns. The plant for
their manufacture hos never been large,
as all that were kept on hand was a
sullicient number for experimental pur-
poses when gun tests were being con-
ducted.  So short is the present supply
that the government was obliged to buy
projectiles abroad with which to muke
the recent armor plate tests at Indian
Head. If our improved navy is to be
pifective, each one of the ships will havo
to have a tremendous amount of these
projectiles on hand, and it is to equip
them in this respect that the projectile
shop is now in constant operation day
and night.

TROOPS AND BIITS READY,

For the purpose of aiding in the de-
fenso of the Atlantic coast bwo of the
old monitors which have been for years
lying in the mud at Norfolk, are to be
tioated nnd manned.  They will only bo
available for coast defense, as they are
old timers, unable to stand up against
modern ehips, but they can be armed
with modern guns, and each will make
the most formidable kind of u floating
battery, Tt is estimated that the war
department  has  now  coneentrated
within easy reach of San Francisco at
least fen thousand men.  When the
gizo of the United States army is con-
sidered, und the fact that certain posts
in Indian reservations have to be well
equipped al all timea with troops, it
will be scen that the department hins
put nbout the last available man where
he will be handy when needed. Thero
can be no doubt that the President be-
licves a peaceful settlement is unlikely
to occur, 1lle is preparing az rapidly
for the other contingeney as present
iacilities will permit, and when he can
go no farther without Congressional
action the oflicial request for such ac-
tion will be made,

WEST VIRGINIA'S BHARE

Of the Direct Tax—Henntor Faolkner's
Lterolution Favorahly Meported,
Speciul Dispateh to the Tnlelifgencer.

Wamnxaroy, D, O, Jan. 14.—Sona-
tor Faulkner has been direeted by tho
senate commitlee on elaims lo report
favorably the resolution introduced by
him last month, direeting the eecrotary
of the treasury Lo pny to the state of
West Virginin tho sum of $155,078
which is the share of tho stato undnr
the provisions of tho direct tax bill
pussed by tho last Congress. The Euy-
went of this nmonnt has been withheld
by the secretary of the treasury, who is
maplpartud in hig position by an opinion
of the attorney goneral. The prounds
upon which payment has been  with-
held, as heretofore statod, are the fncts
of the indebtedness of old Virginia prior
to tho separation.

In the report which Senator Faulkner
bas prepared by direction of the com-
mittee, ho holds that by ita approval
of the ordinaneo of separation and the
constitution of the two states, the
United States is estopped from making
any demand upon West Virginia fur the
pavinent of any part of the original
debt, Congress having approved the
agreement between the two states by
the admission of Virginia to its rights
as o state under its constitution of
1869, which required the payment to be
made to Virginia; and further, that the
cnse does not come within the influence
of section 3401 of the revised statutes,
a8 held by the gecretary of the treasury
and the attorney general, and that con.
sequently the m;Et of set off did not
exiet by reason of that statute agninst

tho demand of the state of West Vir- |

N THE PUBLIC SQUARE

Tho Body of Henry Corbin Hangs
Riddled With Bullots,

A LYNCHING AT OXFORD, OHIO.

The Murderer of Mra Georgotto
Horner Detrayed by o Doy and is
Hought by n Crowd.-In 8pite of the
Attempts of tho Marshal to Save
His Lifo tho Guilty Man is Hanged
tou Tree in the Town--Four Hun.
dred Shots Fired (nto His Body.

Crycixwaxy, 0, Jan, 14—Henry
Corbin, the negro who murdered Mrs
Georgette Horner at Oxford, Q., on last
Tucsday night, was lynched thore at 10
o'clock to-night. 1le had been hiding
ever ginco Tuesday night in a shed
within a fow hundred feot of the placoe
where ho committed the murder,
Growing hungry he sent anegro boy
up town to get him something to eat,
and the boy told that he was gebting
food for Corbin and told whore the
murderer was hidden.

At once a crowd formed and rushed
to the spot to which the negro boy had
directod thom. Corbin hieard them too
late to escape, and in his cowardly fear
endeavored to put an end to his life
with a small revolver. He shot him-
solf above the right eye, but the wound
was not fatal. Foaring thnt their vie-
tim had cscaped, the crowd rushed in
and geized him. But the marshal and
his nssistants took him in charge and
wers leading him to the calaboose, fol-
lowed by an enraged crowd, which now
numbered geveral hundreds.

Just at the door of the calaboose some
one threw a ropearound Corbin's feck,
but o marshal saved the wretch and he
wae hiustled into the ealaboose. Word
came seon, however, that the shoeriff was
on his' way to take Corbin into
custody, and  upon  hearing  this
the mob broke into the calaboose
and dragging out ths mnurderer. hung
him to a trea in the public square an
riddled his body with bullets. It isenid
that 400 pistol balls were shot into his
body. The crowd then dispersed, leav-
ing the corpse hanging, and at tho pros-
ent writing etill swings in the public
square.

The following is n formu-
lated summary of the conclusion of the
commitiee.

First—That machine composition is
absolutely practicable and very much
chesper than hand composition.

Second—That as between the type’
setting and thoe type easting machines
the latter are by far the more preferable

-for ordinary newspaper work.

Third—That so far as was revealed
by this test the Rogers typeograph pro-
duced the best and inost economical re-
sults. Its simplicity of construction
was g0 great that it was set up ready
for running in ninoly minutes. For
five consceutive working days no
machinist or other party than the oper-
ator had anything ‘to do with the
machine and it ran smoothly with
gearcely o moment’s intercuption for
the entire period of the test.
